- gdoney is not wasted in experts’ fees or otherwise. 


“Every user of Chicago street cars and every 
observer of Chicago street conditions will say 
that this is the greatest issue in the city. Others 
afe important but this dwarfs them. 

Fwenty years ago when the city did not have 
a cent for subway construction it planned a sys- 
tem. Since then it has collected the money but 
has not made a scratch in the ground. Ordinarily 
a city builds a subway without having the money. 
It pledges the general city credit, puts out a bond 
istue, and gives the dtreet car users the benefit 
of rapid transit as a city benefit. 

‘The Chicago absurdity has been to reverse this 
procedure. Chicago has taken the money from 

street car users and has not built the subway. 

of t wealth are not often found in the 
street cars.’ They are not in the morning and 
evening rush, standing on each other's feet. There- 


fore it does not matter to their personal comfort : 


ir, getting to and from their business whether 
street car service is good or bad. 

‘The ordinary scheme,‘ nevertheless, taxes their

In Chicago only the street car user has been 
taked for city progress and for his own conven- 
fehce and economy, and although the money has 
béen taken from him it has not been used for 
it} purpose.

for the subway and seeing no ground stirred to 


get him one. 

We believe the only remedy lies with the street 
car users themselves. They can make the alder- 
mén responsible to them for this trust. They 
héve paid for a subway. They should ask them- 
adives why they have not been given it. Where 
isthis benefit for which cash has been handed 
over and which has not been delivered?

TO CLEAR THE TRACK FOR

The plan prepared by John E. Oldham, a Boston 
banker, for consolidation of the American railroads 
into a number of systems aiming at efficiency, econ- 
omy, and simplicity of operation and control, as 
directed by the transportation act, has much to 
commend it. Mr. Oldham’s prefate is logical and 
irrefutable.” 

He says private management cannot continue 
unless it is efficient and adequate. It cannot be 
efficient and adequate without sound credit based 
upon reasonable returns. The alternative is gov- 
ernment ownership and operation. He might add, 
but leaves to our memories, the logs, waste, and 
deterioration incurred under government operation 
as already tried and from which the railroads are 
still suffering. & 

The first thing to be done, ilieesies, is to restore 
and maintain railroad credit. To this end he advises 
the taking over of the roads which are “ weak ” 
according to their credit rating by those which are 
strong. In this manner, with financia) reorganiza- 
tion of the weak lines, their credit could be im- 
proved, and by superior management such ag has 
made the strong roads successful could be attached 
to these roads on a paying basis. That is what we 
need for improvement in railroad service, which is

handle. There are 19,000 fewer freight cars in the 
country than fn 1917.

But with a return to anything like normal trans- 
portation we-would instantly meet a shortage of 
several hundred thousand cars, which would slow ( 
up trade and ali lines of business.

beds, and extensions. That is what Mr. Oldham 
proposes to do. '

TREACHERIES OF CANCER. 
is a very unreliable ‘symptom 
of cancer. 

As a rule, symptoms are very 
helpful in spite of the inconvenience 
they cause us. They warR us that some- 
thing is wrong. In many cases'an opin- 
ion as to what is wrong can be formed 
as a result¢of the study of symptoms. 
*We know that a disease is continuing if 
the symptoms continue, and we feel that 
the disease ts getting well if the 
toms let up. 

All in all, we are willing to admit that 
symptoms are serviceable, however much 
we complain of them and however much 
treatment we take to mask them, ease 
them, or otherwise change them. 

One of the* most helpful of all symp- 
toms is pain. But when it comes to 
cancer I am sute pain does more harm 
than good, In the first’ place, we place 
too much confidence in it as a guide post. 
We say, “ O, this growth cannot be can- 
cer. It does nof® pain, and everybody 
knows that cancer causes shooting 
pains.” 


Cancer in the saris stages is not pain- 
ful. Inflammation and ulceration, infec- 


duce swellings and tumors that cause 
far more pain than cancer. In fact, in 
the breast, the lower bowel, the“liver, the 
female pelvic organs, and even on the 
face, cancers do not’ cause pain until they 
are quite large. There are surgeons who 
go so far as to say that when a cancer 
is large enough and advanced enough to 
cause pain it is too far advanced to be 
successfully treated. 

The man who waits for pain satire he 
diagnoses cancer. shuts his patiénts out 
from most of the hope which treatment 
| offets. The man or woman who will not 
, 8éek treatment for a growth because he 
or She thinks it is not cancer because it 
is painless is running an unnecessary 
risk, 

There are certain locations in which 
cancer is a painless disease until the end 
is near at hand. For instance, cancer of 
the region of the appendix and cancer of 
the liver. I have known a man with 
cancer of the liver to be free from pain 
until two weeks before death. On the 
other hand, the pain of late cancer serves - 
no useful purpose. It is severe and ex- 
hausting. To most people it is unbear- 
able except when narcotics are given, 
and yet the use of narcotics givés un- 
satisfactory relief, while they upset the 
appetite and digestion and use of food, 
and thus lessen sugh chance of cure as 
there may be.

‘Washington, D. C., Nov. | 
cial.]—Holding that the court decree 
which prohibits the “big five” meat 
‘packers from engaging in unrelated 
lines of business should npt be. modi- 
fied unless the public Interest requires 
it, Justice Stafford in the Supreme 
-eourt of the District of Columbia, to- 
| day ruled that the Southern Wholesale 
| Grocers’ association should be permit- 
ted to be a party to any proceedings 
relative ta the modification of the de- 
cree. 

Justice Stafford held that the gro- 
cers’ organization represents a large 
and well defined portion of the public, 
whose position should be presented to 
the court before any action is taken. 

Justice Stafford’s decision was a vic- 
tory for the grocers and a rebuff for 
the department of justice, which had 
sought to prevent them from becoming 
a@ party to the case. 

By this action the grocers will be in 
a position to present arguments in op- 
position to the proposed modification 
of the court decree. Modification of 
the decree has been urged by Cali- 
fornia interests, which desire that the 
packers should be permitted to carry 
their fruit and vegetable products in 
refrigerator cars to the east.

The story of the $286,000 Dearborn 
| street station mail robbery last April, 
for which “ Big Tim” Murphy, Vin- 
cenzo Cosmano, Paul Voienti and Ed- 
| ward Geirun are on trial before Judge 
Landis, is expected to be told by George 
W. Hecker and Ralph Teter today. 

Hecker and Teter were formerly 
employed as mail clerks. They were 
arrested for complicity in the robbery, 
confessed, then repudiated their con- 
fessions only to plead guiity when ar- 
raigned and announce they would tegt- 
ify for the government. : 

After Special Assistant Attorney 
General John C. Northup made his 
opening statement to the jury yester- 
day testimony was given leading up to 
the actual robbery. The government 
proved by four employés of the en- 
graving plant at Washington that the 
{money was made, numbered, counted 
and shipped to the Federal Reserve 
bank here.

Leaves make excellent packing mate- 
rial, and before they become soaked 
by the fall rains they should be raked 
up and kept dry. 

The hives may be arranged ina 
variety of ways for packing. Where 
they are set close together a great 
deal of work is saved as well as mate- 
rial, and it is much warmer for the 
bees. Some of the best beekeepers 
pack as many as eight and ten hives 
in one place. Occasionally single hives 
are packed, but this is not economical 
where there is more than one to be 
cared for. 

Most of the apfarists around Chicago 
pack four hives in a case, using both 
straw and leaves for packing. Four 
hives are set close together on a plat- 
form, raised four inches above the 
ground, and covered with tar paper. 
Sides are built around the quadruple 
of hives, allowing a ten inch space 
| between the hives and the case to be 
filled with leaves. Then a t-velve inch 
layer of leaves is packed over the
